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Erik the Magician 

Prosecutor Erik Petersen magically finds jailhouse snitches to save troubled cases

C alifornia prosecutors usually 
aren’t found on the witness 
stand, swearing under oath 
to tell the truth and enduring 
examinations by defense lawyers, but that’s 
exactly where Erik Stephen Petersen- 
Orange County’s most controversial deputy 
district attorney during the past two years— 
landed again this month. 

After joining the Orange County district 
attorney’s office (OCDA) in 2001, Petersen 
rose to handle high-profile gang cases, 
including ones against the Mexican Mafia. 
His downward spiral began in March 

2014, when Supe¬ 
rior Court Judge 
Thomas M. Goeth- 
als recused him 
from the People v. 
Marcus Allen Jef¬ 
fries trial for with¬ 
holding documents 
from the defense. 
Petersen’s image 
never recovered. 
Outside review of 
his other cases revealed a pattern of prob¬ 
lematic conduct: hiding exculpatory evi¬ 
dence and employing jailhouse informants 
to secure confessions via unethical tactics, 
according to records filed by Scott Sanders, 
an assistant public defender. Sanders con¬ 
fronted him a year ago in special evidentiary 
hearings for People v. Scott Dekraai and con¬ 
tends the prosecutor is a habitual liar. 

To this day, Petersen—a lanky, iype A 
character—feels wronged by such labels. 
The 1999 Creighton School of Law graduate 
denies any wrongdoing and, in face-to-face 
interviews, displays razor-sharp intellect 
as well as occasional spurts of charisma. 
Admitted to the state bar 15 years ago, he 
effortlessly dispenses with questions from 
reporters unschooled in the intricacies of 
his cases. Petersen’s explanations, however, 
didn’t shield him inside OCDA. He grew 
out of favor with management, which reas¬ 
signed him to minor tasks at a DA outpost 
in Fullerton. He gave notice to quit and tried 
to distance himself from the mess by nab¬ 
bing a federal prosecutor job in Nebraska. 
But that move failed after Cornhusker State 
journalists publicized his role in our snitch 
scandal. The past, it seems, just won’t let 
Petersen go. 

This month, Judge Richard King ordered 
him back on the witness stand to field ques¬ 
tions about his January 2014 win in People v. 
Eric Vasquez Ortiz, a cold case 2006 murder. 
Rudy Loewenstein, Ortiz’s lawyer, has put 
the prosecution team under scrutiny. Hav¬ 
ing opposed Petersen in the Jeffries trial, 
Loewenstein believes he’s facing a scoun¬ 
drel. He told King that the prosecutor, Santa 


Ana Police Department (SAPD) and sher¬ 
iff’s deputies convicted his client by violat¬ 
ing a Supreme Court ruling known as Mas- 
siah, which prohibits the government from 
using trickery to gain incriminating state¬ 
ments from pretrial defendants who’ve been 
charged and are represented by a lawyer. 

From the outset of the Oct. 6 hearing, 
Petersen displayed contempt, announcing 
that prosecutors have “a much higher stan¬ 
dard” of ethics than defense lawyers, but 
failing to note the reason: Prosecutors can 
cause the end of a citizen’s freedom or life. 
“[Your job as a prosecutor] is not just about 
winning; it’s about doing justice, right?” 
asked Loewenstein, applying the American 
Bar Association’s ethical standard for pros¬ 
ecutors. It was a simple question that didn’t 
require malarkey. 

“Well, it depends on your definition of 
what ‘justice’ is,” Petersen replied. “Our 
ethical obligation is to prosecute cases that 
we believe that we can prove beyond a 
reasonable doubt, to turn over all relevant 
discovery, exculpatory discovery.” Note the 
distinction. His goal is winning, he said. 
Sanders long ago adopted a mantra: Too 
many prosecutors have a “win at all cost 
mentality,” an argument that returns us to 
the Ortiz case. 

Late on Oct. 23,2006, gunfire killed 
Emeterio Adame in Santa Ana. The police 
effort to identify a shooter took about 
a month, when a gang member named 
“Dopey,” who’d been at the scene of the 
crime, blamed Ortiz. But the information 
contradicted several other eyewitnesses 
who disputed the identification, and SAPD 
detectives such as Dave Rondou, a Petersen 
buddy, continued to work the case for 
nearly five years when they thought they hit 
pay dirt again. 

In March 2011, officers Rondou, Roland 
Andrade and Jason Garcia claim they were 
routinely driving Misael Santos to juvenile 
hall when, if you believe their account, a 
miracle occurred. The teenaged gangster 
suddenly volunteered without prompting 
that Ortiz (a.k.a. “Termite”) confessed to 
killing Adame. Though police detecting 
normally involves taping critical, case¬ 
solving witnesses, all three veteran cops 
supposedly forgot to bring voice recorders 
on the trip. When they arrived at juvenile 
hall, so the police account goes, the offi¬ 
cers were again flummoxed until another 
miraculous discovery. 

“In an effort to preserve Santos’ state¬ 
ments, we inquired with the staff at juvenile 
hall if they had a digital recorder,” declared 
an Andrade report obtained by the Weekly. 
“Detective Garcia explored the features 
on his cellular phone and learned it had a 
recording mechanism.” 


Imagine that. 

SAPD used developments to justify 
arresting Ortiz on April Fool’s Day in 2011. 
But the trouble for the prosecution wasn’t 
just that the recorded Santos statement 
didn’t mirror what the cops claim they 
initially heard or their Three Stooges expla¬ 
nation for not recording the alleged bomb¬ 
shell statement in the car. The gangster’s 
testimony couldn’t be used because of cred¬ 
ibility woes. According to court records, 
he’d also told the officers he wanted to 
become a hit man for the Mexican drug 
cartels and didn’t care if his siblings were 
killed in retaliation. 

For Petersen and SAPD, the third attempt 
to find a witness to an Ortiz confession 
was a charm. Sheriff’s deputies housed the 
defendant in the Theo Lacy Jail near Don¬ 
ald Geary, a serial burglar. Geary was also an 
experienced jailhouse snitch who’d previ¬ 
ously won punishment breaks for helping 
his law-enforcement handlers. Recall that 
Massiah blocks the government—or its 
agents, including snitches—from taking 
steps to lure self-incriminating statements 
from targets. For more than six months, 
deputies kept Geary and Ortiz in close prox¬ 
imity, even during cell changes. They also 
didn’t enforce rules that would have ham¬ 
pered talks between the inmates. 

Less than a month before Ortiz’s then- 
scheduled April 5,2012, trial, Geary sent a 
letter to his lawyer claiming he’d obtained 
a confession. A smirking Petersen, who’d 
been laughing in the back of the courtroom 
with Rondou, broke the news to Melanie 
Bartholomew, the defendant’s lawyer at the 


time. That testimony caused a jury to issue a 
guilty verdict. But before sentencing, Loew¬ 
enstein, who eventually took over the case, 
complained. He noted the Petersen/Rondou 
history of manipulating snitch activities, a 
fact the Dekraai hearings underscored. 

During King’s current proceedings, four 
deputies who managed jail informants 
refused to testify, claiming their answers 
might lead to their criminal charges. We’re 
left with Geary’s Oct. 7 insistence that he 
decided on his own to snitch. Loewenstein, 
however, notes the rat somehow knew to 
tell his lawyer to contact just three of the 18 
cops tied to the case—including Rondou— 
and he possessed the unpublicized gang- 
unit phone number. The snitch greeted the 
judge’s push for explanations with conflict¬ 
ing, rambling answers. 

That question-and-answer session wasn’t 
the most suspicious part of Geary’s story. If 
officers hadn’t secretly prompted his aid, 
why had he come forward, a move that 
risked his life? He said he learned Ortiz’s 
victim had been “elderly,” and that offended 
his sensibilities. But how many 45-year-old 
men, such as Geary was at the time, would 
call another man in his 50s, as was that vic¬ 
tim, elderly? 

The next move rests with King, who 
must decide if Ortiz deserves a new trial 
without Geary’s testimony.

ou spend your Friday mornings sipping a latte 
or getting into a Downward Dog? Fve been 
J|f spending them getting some good ol’-fashioned 
it ass-whuppings. 

For up to four hours a day six days per week for the 
past three months, I’ve weathered the punches, kicks, 
knees, elbows, strikes, takedowns and workouts offered by 
the people who train at Kings MMA in Huntington Beach, 
the most important gym in the mixed-martial-arts (MMA) 
world right now, a place that has been creating champions 
the way USC used to produce Heisman winners. It’s also a 
top-notch dojo for Muay Thai and jiu jitsu—a rare trifecta 
in an industry that’s happy to smush in as many clients 
and classes as possible, damn the quality. 

I recently gritted through another Friday cycle of ses¬ 
sions until there was just one left: jiu-jitsu, probably the 
least bruise-inducing fight style offered at Kings. Just 
two six-minute rounds of sparring, then a well-deserved 
break. I matched up with my sparring partner for the 
round, an amateur grappler whom I’ve rolled with numer¬ 
ous times before. Good guy—tough, but not ruthless. 

Our round started the same way as it had dozens of 
times before—I got us in a neutral position, he tried to 
break it into a dominant one. A fake move by me to set up 


a sweep, and a recovery by him that broke my tired grip. 
A scrum ensued, with limbs flying everywhere. 

And then he kneed me straight in the eye. 

It’s just a scratch, I told myself, as I continued scram¬ 
bling for position. Then my head brushed up against my 
opponent. My eyebrow jiggled like a Jell-0 mold straight 
from the refrigerator. And it fucking hurt. 

“Hey, how’s my eye look?” I asked while on top of him, 
hoping for good news. Nope. 

“Oh, shit!” 

I insisted on finishing the round, but my eye was 
already beginning to swell shut. By the time jiu jitsu pro¬ 
fessor Fernando Bettega looked at my eye, half of my face 
resembled the Elephant Man’s. Bettega told me to put 
something cold on it, so I left the mat, grabbed a frozen 
water bottle out of the fridge and held it across the left 
side of my face, defeated. 

Black eyes are never a nice thing, but they’re a rite of 
passage at MMA gyms. As sparring continued, fighters 
and professors came by to admire the dark blotch over¬ 
taking my eye. 

“Damn, that looks pretty!” a wiseacre said. 

“That’s gonna leave a mark,” another cracked. 

Others made jokes, I think; my ears were still ringing. 


But it was all right: I finally had something to show for all 
those ass-whuppings. 

Kings isn’t one of OC’s largest gyms. It’s barely larger 
than an American Eagle mall store, located next to a 
doughnut shop and a guitar-repair place in a tired shop¬ 
ping plaza. While others hold more classes and have 
more students, by around 11 a.m. every Monday, Wednes¬ 
day and Friday, dozens of the world’s finest professional 
fighters train here, attracting amateurs, professionals, 
coaches and MMA fans. They’re coming to learn “the 
Kings way” under Master Rafael Cordeiro, a Brazilian 
native who has created a fanatical following through his 
calm, supportive, no-nonsense approach to the sport. 

The “Master” moniker is an honorific, but it’s apt: In 
just five years, Cordeiro has created an institution that is 
changing the sport and has helped to launch dozens of 
fighters. It’s the only gym in the world with two current 
UFC champions. 

But no matter who you are, or how many black eyes 
you’ve given (or gotten), Cordeiro starts his workouts the 
same—with a smile, a nod and five words: “Shin pads and 
MMA gloves.” 

And then the Master begins to teach.

The train¬ 
ing will pay off; less than two weeks later, 
Justino successfully defended her Invicta 
FC featherweight championship belt by 
knocking out her opponent in 45 seconds. 

But today, she’s just a student. Cor- 
deiro’s soft voice whispers words of 
encouragement in Portuguese as she 
pounds the mitts, each blow popping the 
glove and echoing across Kings. She takes 
a brief water break and slaps hands with 
about a dozen other fighters gathering for 
an 11 a.m. class. Among the group is Bra¬ 
zilian legend Mauricio “Shogun” Rua, the 
former UFC light heavyweight champion; 
it’s a month out from his hard-fought 
Fight of the Night win in Rio de Janeiro. 

As soon as Cordeiro finishes with Jus¬ 
tino, the rest of the fighters begin to jog 
circles around a large black mat. Hanging 
from the ceiling are flags representing 
the countries that Kings’ students hail 
from. Cordeiro disappears to change into 
a different sleeveless T-shirt—still with 
the Kings MMA logo, of course, but red 
instead of navy. The fighters all know how 
to warm up without him, so he takes a 
minute to grab a drink and check in with 
his wife, Luciane, who runs the front desk. 

“You are here three days a week,” Cor¬ 
deiro says as the class begins. “Today is one 
of those days, and we are going to work.” 

He launches into a lesson on the proper 
entrance for a takedown. “From a jab, 
hook or left kick, you have to change the 
level and finish from here,” Cordeiro 
says, demonstrating the movements as he 
explains them to his eager students. Soon, 
the fighters pair up with someone close to 
their size and skill level to work on tech¬ 
nique and sparring. 

For the next hour, Cordeiro casually 
strolls the mat. Sometimes, he hangs out 
in the corners to overlook everyone, but 
he’s usually walking between the duos, 
correcting form and answering questions 
as he sees fit. 

“Let’s go, guys!” he shouts to the class, 
as a round is closing. “Watch your back!” 

As the digital clock above the mat ticks 
down the seconds, Cordeiro shouts out 
the numbers. 

“45 seconds!” 

“30 seconds!” 

“10 seconds!” 

At this point, the fighters in the gym get 
a collective second wind, and each one 
closes out the round strong. 

Cordeiro’s coolness helps to offset the 
intensity of the workout and keeps any 
egos in check. In the coming weeks, cam¬ 
era crews will film Rua’s training at Kings, 
but no one—not even Cordeiro—will 
change his or her style. 

“I like the cameras from one side, but 
from the other side, I don’t want to create 
arrogant guys here,” the 42-year-old Cor¬ 
deiro says. “Once a guy thinks he’s a star, 



he’s done. You have to stay humble. I don’t 
want to see fighters change the philoso¬ 
phy of the gym.” 

He jokes about not wanting Kings “to 
turn into Rocky III, with all the cameras 
and lights” as several fighters thank Cor¬ 
deiro as they leave. “These are people 
looking for masters, not coaches,” Cordeiro 
says. “It’s a lot of knowledge and philoso¬ 
phy, not just technique and conditioning.” 

Cordeiro is one of the best instructors 
in the world, with a three-decade career 
that began in his native Brazil. But as 
lOth-ranked UFC lightweight Beneil Dari- 
ush sees it, Cordeiro’s teachings help to 
skyrocket not only MMA careers, but also 
life outside of the cage. 

“I can look to [Cordeiro] not just in 
training, but in any aspect of life,” Dariush 
says while getting in a light stretch after 
training some of Kings’ younger fighters. 

“I can establish a mindset here of some¬ 
thing bigger than me. [Cordeiro’s] faith 
has strengthened my faith.” 

Ricardo Testai, one of Kings’ two cham¬ 
pion Brazilian jiujitsu professors, agrees. “A 
lot of MMA [gyms in OC] have coaches, but 
coaches change. You might have one coach 
one year and a new coach the next year. We 
don’t have coaches; we have a master or a 
sensei and professors. It’s like a family.” 

Born in 1973 in the southern Brazilian 
city of Curitiba, Cordeiro began training 
martial arts from a young age. As a young 
man, Cordeiro joined Chute Boxe Acad¬ 
emy, a legendary gym that has cranked out 
champions in multiple fight forms. As one 
of Chute’s premier strikers, he made more 
than 50 trips to Japan for his own fights 
and those of his teammates. Cordeiro 
eventually became Brazil’s Muay Thai 
champion, as well as an International Vale 
Tudo Championship (a Brazilian MMA 
tournament) winner as a lightweight. 

Upon retiring from his 13-year fighting 
career in his late 20s, he realized he would 
rather help other combatants improve 
their game rather than continue to put his 
body through the grind of being a profes¬ 
sional fighter. So he switched from fighter 
to master. At Chute Boxe, he connected 
with Bettega, a black belt in both jiu jitsu 
and Muay Thai, just like Cordeiro. 

“Even as a fighter, [Cordeiro] was a very 
good leader,” Bettega says. “The environ¬ 
ment at Chute Boxe was so good; it was a 
nice time with a lot of very good fighters.” 

With more than 300 students, Cordeiro 
was happy to be carrying on the legacy of 
the gym that had put his hometown on the 
worldwide martial-arts map. 

“Chute Boxe was where I first learned 
what it took to teach,” Cordeiro says. “It 
was a gift from God.” 

But something nagged at him. Martial 
arts were exploding in the United States, 
and Cordeiro needed a challenge. Doz¬ 
ens of his fighting peers had successfully 
opened gyms across America. So Bettega 
and Cordeiro decided to move to Orange 
County in 2007. “In Brazil, you hear that 
California is the best place to live in Amer¬ 
ica and that Orange County is the best 
place to live in California,” says Testai,

who moved to Irvine from Brazil in 2010 
to teach jiujitsu after working as a physi¬ 
cal trainer for professional soccer players. 
“Brazilians love the beach, and there’s 
enough money that people can afford the 
training. One guy goes and has a good job, 
so the next guy goes and opens a gym—not 
in the same place, but not too far.” 

Jp t’s Monday, 1 p.m., and the gym is get- 
S ting ready to close for a few hours 
p before opening up again for evening 
m classes, but there’s still plenty of work. 
Luciane is pulling T-shirts out of boxes 
to be displayed on the wall for fighters 
and fans to buy. At the same time, three 
pro fighters bombard her with questions 
in Portuguese about paperwork for their 


upcoming bouts; Luciane nods, smiles 
and assures them that everything will be 
handled by the time they need it. 

She films Cordeiro’s workout-ending 
motivational speech, complete with reac¬ 
tion shots from his pupils. Luciane then 
checks to make sure the fighters did a 
good job of cleaning the mats, bathrooms 
and changing area. 

“I’m the one who works the most 
because I don’t want [Cordeiro] to lose 
his time and focus from the mat,” says 
Luciane, known to everyone as Lu. “I 
come in here every morning, and I first 
check the cleaning, but then I pray over 
this place. I wish God to bring all the good 
things. It’s always show time here, and it’s 
always a fun day.” 

Luciane also deals with the regulars, 
the ones who want to bask at Kings. 
There’s the bartender who trains in the 
morning after working well past midnight,

the young wrestler studying to be an EMT, 
the former amateur boxer who finally 
admitted to himself MMA is replacing the 
sweet science and signed up with Kings— 
and that’s just the morning crew. Evening 
brings everyone from soccer moms to 
businessmen who change from their 
Hugo Boss wares into shin guards and 
leave their gym bags and briefcases on the 
racks in Kings’ changing area. There are 
the three guys who began training with 
Testai around the same time years ago and 
are now some of the top purple belts in 
the gym; the amateur Muay Thai fighter 
who spends his days as a construction 
supervisor; and all the high school and 
college students with dreams of becom¬ 
ing UFC champions, the ones who geek 
out each time they realize a superstar is 
stretching next to them. 

“She takes care of everything,” Cordeiro 
adds, looking at his wife from the bench 


seats next to the gym’s front desk. “I’m the 
heart of the gym, but she’s the soul. She 
takes care of the business.” 

“He’s very patient—very, very 
patient—and very positive,” Luciane 
says of her husband. “Even the worst 
problems, he tries to see what is good 
in them. He’s very calm and hard to 
irritate. If he gets mad, it’s for a good 
reason. He would take his jacket off if he 
sees someone is cold.” 

Kings MMA opened in 2010, after Cor¬ 
deiro spent a few years training fighters 
in some of the area’s existing gyms; the 
city is one of the capitals of the sport. But 
Cordeiro was unfazed. He and Bettega 
set out to re-create the magic of Chute 
Boxe Academy: a friendly atmosphere 
that revolved around teaching the disci¬ 
pline, respect and skills of various martial 
arts. Their respective Rolodexes allowed

Kings to immediately attract top-tier 
fighters; the masses soon followed. 

Students immediately accepted Cor¬ 
deiro’s Zen-like approach. In a sport ste¬ 
reotyped for overly aggro bros, the master 
is soft-spoken and almost always smiling. 
He admits he’s not much of a screamer— 
not just because he feels it’s unnecessary, 
but also because it gives him a headache. 

“I like to have conversations with all of 
my fighters,” Cordeiro says. “It’s the same 
as in a fight; I just talk with my guy. His 
adrenaline is so high that I need to keep 
him calm inside the ring. The same way we 
work here is the way we work in the ring.” 

At Kings, Cordeiro began to refine the 
techniques he learned in Brazil. One of his 
most famous tactics is also seemingly the 
most obvious. Most coaches tend to get in 
the face of their students during training; 
Cordeiro instead stands the same distance 
away from his students during training as 
he will during fights. It teaches students 
to listen for his cues better. It is trademark 
Cordeiro: subtle, quiet, effective, perfect. 

“His methodologies are genius,” says 
Jacob Harman, head wrestling coach at 
Calvary Chapel High and Kings’ unofficial 
wrestling coach (when he’s not training 
world-class grapplers for college and inter¬ 
national tournaments). “He always uses 
the carrot instead of the bat. He moves 
students forward with encouragement. 


“Anyone who has the privilege to be 
his student,” Harman concludes, “should 
consider it a blessing.” 

As word spread of Cordeiro’s talent, 
scrappers from across the world began 
making pilgrimages to Kings, even for just 
a session. Legends such as B J Penn drop 
by when in the area, and former UFC light 
heavyweight champion Lyoto Machida has 
trained under Cordeiro. Plastered next to the 
entrance are photos of current UFC champi¬ 
ons Fabricio Werdum and Rafael dos Anjos. 

“I called here to see if I could come 
in, but it was holiday time, so no one 
answered the phone,” says Giga Chikadze, 
a fighter originally from the country of 
Georgia who’s currently in one of the 
world’s premier kickboxing promotions, 
Glory World Series. “On my last day here, 
Lu texted me back and said I could join 
sparring that day. I had partied the night 
before, so I was kind of nervous, but I 
came here and saw [Cordeiro] and smelled 
the gym and knew it was my home.” 

Dariush began training at Kings shortly 
after the gym opened, just as his profes¬ 
sional MMA career was beginning. “I also 
think a lot of guys don’t realize that it’s not 
just technique here,” says the 26-year-old. 
“You’re going to make friends here. But 
you’ll also get the best technique.” 

Gabrielle Garcia is another example of 
Cordeiro’s ability to grow fighters. She’s 
a member of the International Brazilian 
Jiu Jitsu Federation Hall of Fame, but 
when she wanted to improve her striking 
game for an MMA career, she knew there 


was only one place to go. “Two years ago, 

I said I wanted to train with Master Cor¬ 
deiro for a week,” Garcia says. “The first 
week was so hard; the feeling was terrible. 
In three months, he changed my game 
completely. Master Cordeiro is a good 
coach, a good guy and a good friend.” 

ings doesn’t have quite as many 
MMA icons roaming around in the 
evenings, although a few do pop 
it. 1H, in. Dariush usually works on some 
extra striking in the advanced Muay Thai 
class. Dos Anjos drops by for rehab work¬ 
outs under the supervision of Testai. And 
MMA god Wanderlei Silva can sometimes 
be found holding mitts for the children and 
beginners in the Muay Thai classes. When 
everyone else breaks for water, he heads 
over to check on the kids playing around in 
the cage—the daycare area of the gym. 

This is the time for the public. Police¬ 
men and bartenders spend their free time 
choking out one another in jiu jitsu while 
teachers and businessmen relieve the day’s 
stress with their elbows and knees in Muay 
Thai. Jiu jitsu brown belt LaRon Doucet 
works as a product trainer for Samsung. 

“[Cordeiro] and Fernando [Bettega], 
they expect no nonsense, but they’re still 
friendly,” Doucet says. “It’s a very high 
level of talent, but it’s very low-key. All of 
the professors here are personable and 
take a genuine interest in you. They’ll 
always take the time to talk to you, but 
when it’s time to train, it’s serious. 

“You can’t come in here as a meathead 


and get away with it,” Doucet adds. ‘You’ll 
get beat up here, and it’ll either humble 
you or you’ll leave.” 

Though Kings is best known for 
MMA, the 6 p.m. advanced Muay Thai 
class is a reminder of its martial-arts 
roots. While most MMA gyms usually 
offer cardio kickboxing and beginner 
classes in the evenings for the after-work 
crowd, Kings attracts pros more than 
happy to help less-skilled people elevate 
their game. 

Cordeiro isn’t always at Kings in the 
evenings anymore—with his current travel 
schedule, he isn’t always at Kings, period. 
So high-level pros take over the classes, all 
trained to teach Cordeiro’s techniques and 
philosophies. Nevertheless, the master 
teaches when he can. 

“More power!” Cordeiro commanded a 
dozen students recently, nearly all plebes. 
“Watch his footwork!” 

“It’s not just the technique, but his 
energy,” Luciane says. “We can feel when 
he’s here versus when he’s traveling.” 

It would be easy for a lot of head 
coaches with Cordeiro’s popularity to 
want to expand their empire into a mar¬ 
ketable machine comparable to what the 
Gracies have with jiu jitsu, but he isn’t 
interested in franchising unless every gym 
is run with the same standards. 

“I want to open more schools, but only 
to spread the love of God and the Kings 
system,” Cordeiro says. “It is up to God. It 
wouldn’t be possible without him.”

Don’t Be Shellfish 

Come to Tram Chim Fresh Seafood as everyone seems to—with the entire family or 

group of friends

D eep-sea blue aquariums filled 
with live seafood gurgle along 
one wall below the words 
“Fresh! Fresh!!” But on virtu¬ 
ally every table in the brightly lit, chaotic 
mess of Tram Chim Fresh Seafood’s din¬ 
ing room, the remnants of those same 
creatures lay in piles: discarded shells 
of clams, scallops, shrimp, lobster and 
crab, all scraped clean. Puddles of spilled 
broth from the hot pots, scattered bamboo 
sticks on which whole shrimp were once 
threaded and roasted. It’s all evidence of 
grand sea feasts ordered and eaten. And 
at the end of our meal, our party’s table 
would look no different. 

We were a big group. There were 12 of 
us seated at a long table made by pushing 
together smaller ones end-to-end. But we 
weren’t even the largest party there. More 
than half of Tram Chim’s customers were 
in groups as large or larger than ours. Eat¬ 
ing here seems to require inviting as many 
family members and friends as possible to 
share in the consumption of large quanti¬ 
ties of shellfish. 

To start, we ordered the restaurant’s 
most popular drink: pitchers of the 
strawberry lemonade, which we passed 
around and poured into Styrofoam cups. 
The dishes came quickly: Grilled Manila 
clams arrived atop a sizzling-hot plate 
garnished with leafy stems of rau ram 
herb. Onto the meat of each open shell, 
the kitchen staff spooned a sauce made 
of garlic and chiles sauteed in butter. 

And then there were the pristine white 
morsels of scallop cooked on their own 
saucer-like shells and topped with noth¬ 


ing but oil-wilted green onions and a 
crowning dollop of masago. 

For big spenders, there was a giant scal¬ 
lop version of the dish that costs $5 more 
at $14.99. But it comes with only three 
instead of the seven, so it didn’t make sense 
for our group. Instead, we asked for an 
extra order of the regular scallops, plus two 
orders of the grilled shrimp, which came in 
eight sticks, each prawn stretched ramrod 
straight, its thin skin freckled with char. 

Soon, even more shellfish came, includ¬ 
ing the siput sedut snails, tiny things only 
slightly bigger than prescription pills, 
simmered in a spicy coconut gravy so tasty 
it rivals Thai green curry. As we sucked 
them out of their shells, the green mango 
salad with cuttlefish arrived. And it was 
a big salad, massive enough to be passed 
down our table so everyone could grab 
some thick strips of calamari, mango, 
herbs, ground peanuts and peppers. 

The fried rice—with slivers of salted 
fish and slicked with just enough oil to be 
decadent but not greasy—was a bit over¬ 
priced at $9.99, but it was the kind of filler 
dish we needed and the perfect accompa¬ 
niment to the water spinach the kitchen 
simply wok-tossed in garlic, which was 
also overpriced at $9.99. In fact, $9.99 
seems to be the de facto rate for almost 
every dish on the menu. You pay $9.99 for 
everything from the egg rolls to the deep- 
fried chicken wings soaked in fish sauce 
to the classic wok-seared filet mignon 
cubes called bo luc lac. It’s also $9.99 for 
the com chay lap xuong, an appetizer of 
crispy rice topped with Chinese sausage 
and shredded dried pork floss—a dish 


that, in my opinion, needs to be ordered 
no matter where you see it in Little Sai¬ 
gon, no matter the price. 

A few big-ticket items sold for $14.99 
or at market rates. Since the restaurant 
opened about three months ago, the 
lobster has stayed a constant $14.99 per 
pound. Still, you’re going to need at least a 
3-pounder for the house special prepara¬ 
tion, wherein the critter is chopped into 
pieces, deep-fried, then wok-tossed in a 
garlic-and-pepper-festooned sauce. When 
ours arrived, it was nearly gone by the 
time it reached the far end of the table. 

Apart from the lobster and crab, the 
most expensive thing you can order is the 
hot pot at $19.99. Order one, as we did, 
and you get a big stew pot filled to nearly 
the brim with a spicy broth akin to Thai 
tom yum boiling on a portable stove. With 
it came two big plates: one with an Ama¬ 
zon of vegetables and herbs, and another 
with raw shrimp, mussels, cuttlefish, 
white fish, clams and quail eggs that you 
drop into the roiling brew and have every¬ 
one fish out with chopsticks. 

It must be noted that service can 
be absent-minded and aloof. Also, the 
restaurant charges for water. Yet the 
tropical-fruit dessert plate complete with 
pricy rambutan and jackfruit is, for some 
reason, free. But the seafood feast that left 
such a mess but every member of my fam¬ 
ily happy and full? That’s priceless.

KRAZY SMOKEY TERIYAKI

ne of the unlikeliest barbecue mec- 
cas in OC is within a small space 
at 11513 Knott Avenue in Cypress, in 
a shopping plaza that has seen better 
days. For nearly 20 years, it has hosted 
one pit master or other who appreciated 
the philosophy of low and slow—first, 
the much-missed Jay Bee's BBQ, then 
Mike's BBQ, then a place called Hickory 
BBQ that didn't even last a year. 

Krazy Smokey Teriyaki has now occu¬ 
pied the building about a month, and it's 
already packed. A big, sturdy grill stands 
outside, letting the world know about the 
bona fides of its meat. But this is 'cue 
for the new Cypress, a city with a huge 
Asian-American population and eaters 
from the nearby office parks and com¬ 
munity college raised on multicultural 
fare. So instead of Southern hospitality, 
customers get the manic greetings of an 
izakaya, complete with a clucking rubber 
chicken. While Krazy Smokey does use 
wood to smoke all its meats—a mix of 
chips depending on how the owner feels, 
although he was complaining to a cus¬ 
tomer the other day about how hard it is 
to get cedar—the sauce here is teriyaki: 
slightly watery, but peppery. Appetizers 
are just egg rolls—delicious, sold in three. 
The complimentary side isn't hush pup¬ 
pies or mac and cheese, but a bowl of 
miso soup that'll actually make you stop 
and appreciate its creamy, scalding quali¬ 
ties. When was the last time you bothered 
to think about miso soup as something 
other than what needs to be guarded 
against splashing and staining your shirt? 

Right now, Krazy Smokey only sells 
three meats—chicken, pork and tri-tip, 
each served with a side of cole slaw and 
over a bed of brown or white rice (another 
option: put your meat overyakisoba noo¬ 
dles, the finest expression of Japanese- 
American panache since George Takei). 
And while $9 for a plate seems excessive, 
it'll last you three meals minimum. The 
only real suggestion I have is to offer 
dental floss instead of just toothpicks— 
not all of us have immaculate chompers, 
you know? And what's up with that car 
bumper lying on the floor? KRAZY!

Spain Via a Mexican in Orange 

Not Pa’ Ella at Anepalco 


N ot Pa’ Ella is a silly play on 
words that means both “not 
for her” (though women are, 
of course, encouraged to 
order it) and “not paella.” And this dish, 
offered by Danny Godinez at his Anepalco 
at what used to be the Ayres Hotel in 
Orange, isn’t. It’s a jumble of seafood and 
Jidori chicken atop a round of creamy rice 
floating in a pool of veloute. 

Though it’s a mass of textures and sizes, 
each piece is cooked exactly as it should 
be; the rice barely supports the meat’s

weight in its lightness, and there’s exactly 
enough veloute for one surreptitious last 
swipe with the fork at the end. The only 
thing missing is the socarrat, the crust 
that forms on the bottom of the paella as it 
heats over the vine-clipping fire.

Lush and mad, Crimson Peak just wasn’t made for times like ours

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M ia Wasikowska is proof of 
reincarnation. The Austra¬ 
lian actress must be pos¬ 
sessed by the spirit of Lil¬ 
lian Gish. At 22—the same age that Gish 
starred in Birth of a Nation— Wasikowska 
became a bankable name playing the 
lead in Tim Burton’s garish A lice In 
Wonderland. In the four years since, she’s 
used her clout to squeeze into corsets. 
Cannily, Wasikowska has capitalized 
on her strengths: her intelligent stare, 
introverted smile and raw handsome¬ 
ness, which looks as freshly scrubbed 
as a shucked pearl. Even when pressed 
to play a modern woman, Wasikowska 
insists on a twist: In Only Lovers Left 
Alive, she was a rock & roll immortal; in 
David Cronenberg’s Maps to the Stars, 
she hid her arms in long, black gloves as 
if a grungy grande dame. As with the best 
vintage heroines, she radiates both pluck 
and frailty. Her characters can almost 
certainly save themselves, but they make 
us want to jump heroically into the 
screen just in case. 

Naturally, Wasikowska is perfectly cast 
in Guillermo del Toro’s gothic romance 
Crimson Peak as short-story writer Edith 
Cushing, who sacrifices her happy spin- 
sterhood to marry a mysterious British 
baron (Tom Hiddleston) who comes with 


a haunted mansion and an all-too-real 
wicked sister (Jessica Chastain). Edith 
starts the film as a practical woman 
who just wants to live with her doting 
father (Jim Beaver) and publish ghost 
stories. When her first tale is rejected by 
a condescending prat who merely com¬ 
pliments her handwriting, she squares 
her shoulders and submits it again—this 
time, typed. But after Hiddleston’s 
charming Sir Tom whisks her from Buf¬ 
falo to England, Wasikowska allows her 
sturdy girl to simper. She’s so deadpan- 
perfect for the part her casting could 
almost be part of the joke, along with 
Edith’s wilting-pansy-covered coats, ava¬ 
lanche of blond curls and velvet dresses 
with mutton sleeves that grow bigger 
with every scene. 

Edith’s costumes get puffier and 
ever more fragile—her tragic heroine is 
so overinflated she could pop. So, too, 
could the film, which is so bombastic, so 
emotional, so beautiful that one misstep 
could burst del Toro’s ambitions, with the 
whole thing collapsing into a sputtering 
lampoon. It might have if del Toro had 
stuck with his original actress, Emma 
Stone, a charmer who probably couldn’t 
resist playing Edith with a wink—she’s too 
clever to play innocent. But Wasikowska 
and del Toro are in sync. They’re com¬ 


mitted to telling this high-toned spook 
story straight, even though it might take 
audiences a couple of reels to get their 
groove. And, as with Edith waltzing with 
her husband-to-be, once we take Crimson 
Peak’s hand, we’re likely hooked. 

This is an unnatural film twice over. 
First, it’s astonishing del Toro’s $57 
million Hammer Horror was funded— 
though, compared to his three-times- 
costlier Pacific Rim, this time keeping the 
director happy is comparatively cheap. 
Secondly, each frame is deliriously artifi¬ 
cial. Del Toro indulges in dramatic thun¬ 
derclaps and over-the-moon production 
design. The crumbling mansion to which 
Sir Tom transplants his bride is a gorgeous 
nightmare: Dead flies cover the tables, the 
red-clay soil bleeds into the house, ghouls 
writhe in the halls, and the roof has a hole 
so big it must have been punched through 
by God. Leaves rain through that opening, 
though there are no trees around. In the 
winter, the ceiling snows. And if you’re 
wondering why Sir Tom doesn’t just hire 
a repairman, watch a more realistic movie. 
Asked how many rooms this family seat 
has, he shrugs: “I don’t know?” 

As Edith’s sister-in-law Lady Lucille, 
Chastain is a fabulous monster. The first 
time we see her, she’s disrupting a cocktail 
party in a red silk dress with a spiny back 


and scales. Later, she feeds a butterfly 
to ants—del Toro zooms in on the nest 
devouring its eye—and, later still, man¬ 
ages to scare us while squeezing a fistful 
of scrambled eggs. By the time Chastain 
scrapes a spoon against a bowl of por¬ 
ridge with the scrrrrawwwwp of nails on a 
chalkboard, she has us in nervous, fearful 
giggles. It’s the first fun role Chastain has 
had in years. Keep them coming. 

As was Quentin Tarantino’s Death 
Proof, Crimson Peak is del Toro’s faithful 
homage to a foolish genre. The risk is that 
audiences who don’t share that love won’t 
appreciate the work, akin to the world’s 
best cover band nailing obscure nu-metal 
hits. Eyes may roll at Crimson Peak’s 
quirks: the loud gasp when Sir Tom asks 
Edith to dance, the repeated use of an old- 
timey iris wipe, the unabashed symphonic 
score. As the baron says of Edith’s book, 
“It’s absurdly sentimental.” So what? All 
great melodramas must be. The melo- in 
“melodrama” is from the Greek for “song.” 
Though this movie waltzes to its own 
strange rhythm, del Toro hits every note.

OPENING 

BRIDGE OF SPIES Steven Spielberg's true- 
story Cold War procedural Bridge of Spies 
has a wintry chill. The colors are gray and 
green, the skin tones pale as frozen fish, 
and the film stock fuzzed and snowy. Our 
protagonist, James Donovan (Tom Hanks) 
spends half the movie waylaid by a cold 
and takes his important meetings huddled 
over scotch, as if for warmth. It's easy 
to feel how the U.S. and Russia thought 
this permafrost would last forever. The 
story starts in 1957, the year Donovan was 
drafted to defend Russian spy Rudolf Abel 
(Mark Rylance) on three indictments of 
thermonuclear espionage. Abel, a sallow 
man with a tight frown and lilting eyebrows, 
was never going to be acquitted. With his 
client's guilt already decided, Donovan 
earns his pay merely by yanking Abel from 
the electric chair. Most people in America, 
the government included, would prefer he 
hadn't. But Donovan, a former insurance 
litigator, thinks Abel is valuable collateral. In 
the second act, set five years later as East 
Germany erects the Berlin Wall, Donovan 
has a chance to prove it by attempting to 
trade Abel to the Russians in exchange for 
Yankee pilot Francis Gary Powers (Austin 
Stowell), captured on a mission to photo¬ 
graph Soviet territory. Spielberg elbows 
us with the hypocrisy: We'd like our man 
back unharmed, even though we screamed 
to lynch theirs. Rather than examine the 
shifting loyalties of film noir, Spielberg pur¬ 
posefully drains the plot of intrigue. We're 
never in doubt where anyone stands. With 
the uses and themes established, Bridge of 
Spies is free to ask a more modern ques¬ 
tion: Are the good guys that much better 
than the bad? (PG-13) Amy Nicholson.

GOOSEBUMPS To its credit, Rob 

Letterman's bumptious comic celebration of 
the impossibly popular Nineties kiddo fright 
novels by R.L. Stine spends more than half 
its running time bending itself to the spirit of 
Stine, rather than cramming Goosebumps 
into the studio tentpole template. Even 
when going for scares, Stine's work has 
always been smart about its silly dumb¬ 
ness. It's sly, self-aware, jovial—an adjec¬ 
tive he appended to his name on the covers 
of books such as 101 School Cafeteria 
Jokes. Like the Goosebumps books, or like 
some childproofed version of the mov¬ 
ies Joe Dante used to make, the movie 
crams much of creepshow history into an 
Acme-brand woodchipper and then blasts 
it all into your face. But before the may¬ 
hem—involving a hovering death poodle, a 
car-spearing praying mantis, and the best 
onscreen iteration yet of murderous garden 
gnomes— Goosebumps is patient and 
witty in its setup, even risking moments of 
beauty. Dylan Minnette plays a high school 
hunk freshly moved to Delaware, where 
he's immediately smitten with teen neighbor 
Hannah (Odeya Rush), who peers from a 
darkened window. Jack Black quickly turns 
up as Hannah's mysterious father, warning 
Hunk Boy never to come near his daughter, 
but for once he resists going over the top, 
at first playing the heavy and then—in a 
meta twist that delighted me—an amus¬ 
ingly vain artist. I'm being vague, because 
Goosebumps boasts twists I'm glad I had 
no idea about, going in. Sadly, though, the 
revelation of the biggest and riskiest of 
these is the movie's peak, building to some 
uproarious mocking of Stine himself, and 
too much of the film's balance is given over 


to the usual CGI fantasy mishegoss. (PG)

ONGOING 

THE GREEN INFERNO The Green Inferno 
arrives in theaters two years after making 
the festival rounds and a full eight since 
Hostel: Part II doubled down on everything 
that made writer-director Eli Roth stand 
out in the first place, giving devotees and 
doubters alike ample time to brace for this 
foray into a remote jungle in which meat is 
very much on the menu. Though that won't 
make Roth's affinity for ghoulish dismem¬ 
berment any easier for squeamish viewers 
to stomach, the fact that his sensibilities 
are better suited to comedy than they are 
to horror does help it go down more easily. 
Funnier than it is scary and grosser than 
it is funny, The Green Inferno features 
a number of early scenes that would 
appear to be setting us up for a slacker 
comedy. Wide-eyed freshman Justine 
(Lorenza Izzo, to whom Roth was married 
last year) halfheartedly joins a campus 
activist group whose current mission is to 
descend upon Peru and save the rainfor¬ 
est. A characteristically cruel irony awaits: 
A plane crash strands them in the same 
wilderness they've just chained themselves 
to bulldozers to save. They're not alone, of 
course. Roth practically dares us to form 
any attachment to these people—that 
way we don't particularly mind when 
Justine's friends start getting ripped apart 
by the natives. Roth draws inspiration from 
Ruggero Deodato's infamous Cannibal 
Holocaust, amplifying that exploitation 
flick's least interesting components (gore, 
cruelty) at the expense of all others. The 
more brutal this becomes, the less anything 
other than blood and guts seems to matter. 
Just because watching every gory detail 
of a man getting torn limb from limb turns 
the stomach doesn't mean it quickens the 
pulse. (R) Michael Nordine. Countywide. 

THE MARTIAN Desperation, anxiety, stub¬ 
bornly saying yes to survival: If grand 
struggles are your thing, there are plenty 
in Ridley Scott's The Martian, based on 
Andy Weir's novel, which was first self- 
published in 2011 and then picked up by 
Crown in 2014—itself a rare seedling that 
took root against all odds. In both novel and 
movie, American astronaut Mark Watney 
is stranded on Mars when his fellow crew 
members leave him for dead after a fero¬ 
cious dust storm. He comes to, alone on 
a planet indifferent to his existence, and 
presumes he's simply going to die. But he 
doesn't: Even on a dust-dry rock, Watney 
figures out howto make water; using his 
own excrement for manure, he succeeds 
in conjuring an indoor potato field. And 
because he's a scientist—a botanist—he 
keeps a log of his experiences, one that's 
both specific in its technical detail and 
cheerfully colloquial. His interior mono¬ 
logues have a "Hey, I might end up dead!" 
esprit. Heavy on science patter, The 
Martian is all about problem-solving; cozy 
American ingenuity burns brightly in its 
heart. It's only partly a story about a man in 
peril; it's mostly a story about men (and a 
few women) taking control of the uncontrol¬ 
lable. It's confident, swaggering science 
fiction, not the despairing kind. That may be 
why, as elaborate and expensive-looking 
as The Martian is, it's almost totally lacking 
in poetry. This is an overwhelming picture, 
oversized in its scope and ambition, and 
the actors get ground in the machinery— 
except for Matt Damon. His Watney is the 
only one worth feeling anything for, and 


whatever The Martian's problems may be, 
Damon is undoubtedly the best thing in it.

PAN There's much to sadly shake your head 
at in Pan, a sort of Peter Pan Begins that 
manages the unlikely feat of making battles 
between flying pirate ships a crushing bore. 
Most miserably, there's the great heap of 
action set pieces that are easier to wait out 
than to track with an instrument so primitive 
as the human eye—perhaps the singular¬ 
ity is nearing, and director Joe Wright's 
computers are whipping these scenes up 
for the enjoyment of advanced artificial intel¬ 
ligences. There's also a profound clueless¬ 
ness about tone. In the opening scenes, set 
in London during the blitz, our chosen-one 
orphan boy hero Peter (Levi Miller) is more 
shaken by a pal's creaking fart than he is by 
the bombs raining down all about him, proof 
the filmmakers don't take kids or their story 
seriously. Meanwhile, the tribe of "savages" 
here turns out to be a population made up of 
actors from many of our world's non-white 
races, often in ooga-booga getup. The one 
exception is Tiger Lily, the princess, played 
by Rooney Mara. Pan is more evidence 
that big-budget studio entertainments now 
come from a sort of Build-A-Bear Workshop, 
where any unique part turns out only to be 
superficially different from the others. In this 
case, the bear has been set to "PG" and 
"Prebot," stuffed with believe-in-yourself 
filler, and then sparkled over with some 
proper nouns courtesy of J.M. Barrie. But I 
defy you to look in its dead eyes, or at all the 
scenes and characters cribbed from Star 
Wars and Avatar, and tell me it's a bear you 
haven't seen dozens of times before. (PG)

SICARIO In the last three years, Mexico's 
murder rate has plummeted by a third. Alas, 
Denis Villeneuve's Sicario will give travel 
agents a headache. When naive FBI agent 
Kate (Emily Blunt) crosses the border, her 
companion Alejandro (Benicio Del Toro) 
growls, "Welcome to Juarez." And how. 
Headless corpses dangle from highway 
overpasses; missing-person posters line 
the streets; machine guns shoot up traffic. 
From the sun-bleached shock-and-awe 
desert cinematography of an opening 
attack in Arizona, Sicario's point is clear: 
Our latest murky war is close to home. Both 
Villeneuve and his leading lady artlessly 
prosecute the cartels. Against the advice 
of world-wise Alejandro and his flippant 
partner Matt (Josh Brolin), she charges into 
crime scenes, eager to book gangsters for 
any petty crime. The filmmaker signs the 
indictment with blood, inserting montages 
of actual corpses and literally wallpapering 
a safe house with Mexican dead. Effective, 
yes. But Villeneuve's voiceless victims 
begin to smell, especially when the film 
isn't much interested in them while alive, 
save for a Sonoran cop who spends most 
of Sicario in what may as well be a sepa¬ 
rate movie. Screenwriter Taylor Sheridan 
views Mexico with a dystopian cynicism; 
its citizens can't save themselves, and 
foreigners make things worse. I left the 
film sickened and scrambled, much as I 
did Villeneuve's previous films Prisoners 
and the double-Gyllenhaal head-scratcher 
Enemy. Villeneuve's proven he's got a 
strong punch. The trouble is, he barely 
aims. With Blunt sidelined as the film's 
angry, clumsy conscience, it's left to Del 
Toro to rescue us with campy humor, at one 
point torturing a druglord with a wet willie.

STEVE JOBS Aaron Sorkin opens up a new 
desktop icon with Steve Jobs, a briskly 
busy, talkative companion piece to the 


Newsroom and Moneyball writer's Mark 
Zuckerberg-centric The Social Network. 
Adapting Walter Isaacson's biography of 
the Apple innovator, Sorkin's latest is less 
a novel expose than a distinctly Sorkinian 
dramatization of well-known material. 

Still, it's helmed with whip-smart panache 
by Danny Boyle and boasts a backstage- 
drama structure that invites comparisons to 
last year's inferior Birdman. This is a swift 
and searing attempt to pull back the curtain 
on Jobs and, in the process, investigate the 
relationship between the myth and the man. 
Like Sorkin's Facebookfilm, Steve Jobs 
casts its protagonist in ironic terms: as a 
man who triumphantly connected millions 
of people both through and to technology, 
and yet couldn't himself figure out how 
best to interact with others. Sorkin offers a 
rise-fall-rise narrative arc of both a personal 
and professional sort, charting Jobs' efforts 
to change the world with his era-defining 
home computers, but also his gradual 
transformation from an unrepentantly prick- 
ish and selfish mad genius to one who's 
ever so slightly less unrepentantly prickish 
and selfish. It's all staged by Boyle with 
a laser-focused fleetness and precision 
that—light-years removed from Birdman' s 
single-take gimmickry—jibes perfectly with 
Sorkin's trademark rat-a-tat-tat verbal vol¬ 
leying. Michael Fassbender embodies Jobs 
not with the tics of an impersonator but 
through a convincing attitude of calculating 
detachment, ambition, and ruthlessness. He 
doesn't look like the man, but he feels like 
him, inhabiting Jobs so fully, and zealously, 
that the lack of resemblance proves no dis¬ 
traction. (R) NickSchager. Countywide. 


THE WALK Those of us who have been 
waiting forever for Joseph Gordon-Levitt 
to make a musical now have the next best 
thing: In Robert Zemeckis' The Walk, this 
breezy Puck of an actor plays high-wire 
artist Philippe Petit, who walked the space 
between the World Trade Center's twin 
towers in 1974—a quarter-mile above the 
ground. In The Walk, Gordon-Levitt moves 
like a natural. When his Petit finally gets to 
take that famous aerial stroll—picking his 
way along that impossibly narrow cable 
in soft, barely-there leather slippers—he's 
both fawn and faun, sure of his place in 
nature and the universe. The Walk, in its 
last half at least, is a dazzling piece of 
work: Even so, its most luminous effect 
is an actor. You should be forewarned 
that the first half—covering Petit's early 
years in Paris as a wirewalker-in-training 
and detailing his crazy-passionate plan to 
traverse the air between the towers—is 
beleaguered by whimsy: Petit unicycling 
through Paris! Petit juggling! Petit learning 
the highs and lows of wirewalking from 
Ben Kingsley's Czech-emigre acrobat, 
Papa Rudy! But even during the snoozy 
parts, Zemeckis uses 3-D effects clev¬ 
erly. And it's just preamble to the great 
part, which begins when Petit arrives in 
New York with a crew and a plan, which 
involves figuring out a way to run a cable 
between the twin towers without being 
detected by police or building officials. 
Zemeckis' 3-D maneuvering makes us feel 
suspended too. Gordon-Levitt, playing a 
man who's executing the most dangerous 
feat of his life, radiates a kind of Zen joy 
(PG) Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide.

Boise Bodies 


The Chance Theater’s A Bright New Boise plumbs the insular world of Anywhere, Idaho

R unning through Oct. 25 at 

South Coast Repertory, Viet- 
gone is a dazzling, inventive, 
funny, balls-to-the-walls show. 
Playwright Qui Nguyen’s foul-mouthed, 
uproarious take on his parent’s flight from 
war-torn Saigon in 1975 and falling in 
love at a refugee camp in Arkansas is not 
a Vietnamese-American play. Rather, it’s a 
universal play about the dual chaos of war 
and the human heart, and it is well-worth 
your time. 

But this review isn’t about that. Since 
Vietgone and the Chance Theater’s A 
Bright New Boise both close on the same 
day, a decision must be made. After con¬ 
sulting with our newly appointed respon¬ 
sibility guru, Steve Sarkisian, we opted 
to review the production at the smaller 
theater this week. (We’ll tackle SCR’s 
excellent production next week.) And 
with Boise, the people at the Chance dem¬ 
onstrate once again that, in this county, 
there’s SCR, Shakespeare Orange County, 
the Chance and every other producing 
entity. All too often, plays in this county 
feel as if they’re mailed-in. Leaden direc¬ 
tion. Poor casting. A sense that since peo¬ 
ple are dedicating their time (and their 
social-media feeds to tout how terrific 
they are), then that’s good enough. 

But that isn't good enough. Lacking a 
critically aware audience to hold them 
accountable for rotten shows, basing the 
success of a show purely on audience size 
(which makes sense, obviously, but what 
about artistic merit and creative innova¬ 
tion?), and with very little serious con¬ 
versation about Orange County theater 
happening outside of private groups that 
seem well-intentioned but invariably dis¬ 
solve into cloying pools of self-congratu¬ 
lation and audition notices, there is a spi¬ 
raling mediocrity afflicting local theater, 
both in terms of predictable play selection 
and execution of those plays. 

But not at the Chance. When its plays 
miss, it’s usually because the material 
wasn’t that good in the first place, not for 
lack of professionalism, production value, 
or the kind of work that’s made up of not 
only honest effort and dedication (which 
everyone in local theater possesses), but 
also genuine thought and vision. Samuel 
D. Hunter’s bleak, brooding, caustically 
funny A Bright New Boise is a fitting exam¬ 
ple. It’s a powerful and intense play on the 
page that gets a terrific production cour¬ 
tesy of director Trevor Biship, who recon¬ 
figures the Chance’s stage into a thrust, 
with the audience sitting on two sides. 

This makes the intense, character- 
driven play even more intimate, and its 
fascinating struggle between faith and for¬ 


giveness, commerce and art, and the search 
for meaning in a world that all too often 
seems meaningless all the more compel¬ 
ling. Will (a powerful, multifaceted Casey 
Long) is a man on the run from... some¬ 
thing. He’s arrived in Boise, looking for a 
job at a once-rundown Hobby Lobby (yes, 
that chain, but this play, written in 2011, 
has nothing to do with the Supreme Court 
case in 2014) that has been turned around 
by a new manager, Pauline (Karen Jeans 
Old, a crackling spitfire). But Will has a 
secret involving a psychologically damaged 
teenager, Alex (a strong and sympathetic 
Andrew Guerrero), one that doesn’t sit 
well with Alex’s older brother, Leroy 
(David Christian Vera, who comes out so 
amped-up it makes his eventual softening 
difficult to embrace). There’s also Anna 
(the always-captivating Alex Bueno), the 
biggest misfit in a break room of misfits. 

Will’s personal secret, as well as the 
eruptions that ensue from its revealing, 
is obviously a big part of the play. But 
Hunter, who is currently burning up the 
charts of emerging American playwrights, 
doesn’t settle for an insular play about 
messed-up people trying to find their 
paths. There are Big Issues at work here, 
mainly dealing with Will’s evangelical, 
apocalyptic faith. That’s a big bullseye 
for any playwright to aim his shaft at, but 
while there are plenty of derisive barbs 


aimed at Will’s fundamentalist leanings, 
Hunter is too talented a writer to merely 
write a play skewering the kind of people 
the cool kids know are dumb-asses. 

In fact, the play’s finest moment is 
when Will finally explodes, passionately 
describing the pain felt by those whose 
greatest sin, perhaps, may be in strongly 
believing in something in a morally rela¬ 
tivistic age when belief in anything— other 
than the pursuit of money or self-gratifi- 
cation—is dismissed so easily as archaic 
superstition. That makes the climax, 

Will’s agonizing choice between clinging 
to his faith or subsuming it to help in the 
crisis at hand, so painful to watch. 

Whatever he chooses, he’s fucked. 
Because he’s human. And the most dif¬ 
ficult thing for most of us to do is forgive 
ourselves, and that makes Will, in Long’s 
sturdy performance, such a sympathetic 
character. It would be easy to write and 
portray him as a wild-eyed, paranoid 
fanatic. But Hunter’s writing and Long’s 
measured performance, which skillfully 
builds throughout the show, makes this 
play feel desperately human.

Virtual Vinyl 

V inyl records and books have been 
back for a while, but Laura and Collin 
Insley of Books + Rec Shoppe want to 
make the two analog mediums a com¬ 
bined experience. Since July, the two 
have been bringing their pop-up shop 
to flea markets and festivals while also 
spreading their concept via a quarterly 
zine and weekly updates to their blog at 
www.booksandrec.com. 

What drives the shop is the love of 
music, be it vintage, live or local. The 
blog includes online features on bands, 
music sweepstakes, scene updates 
and videos. "For many people, digital 
is way easier, but B + R has come onto 
the scene in an interesting time when 
people are paying attention to analog 
again," Laura Insley explains. (Full 
disclosure: Laura Insley is a former 0C 
Weekly employee.) "Whether it's a fad or 
not, it's awesome, and we love it!" 

At its pop-ups, Books + Rec sells 
plenty of 1 -inch buttons, which are 
handmade with images from vintage 
magazines, books and vinyl covers, as 
well as its inventory of used records, 
books and other related antiques. It also 
offers copies of Back to Analog, a zine 
that includes content pulled from the 
blog. "We love doing it because it forces 
us to be creative and make something 
tangible to distribute our ideas on ana¬ 
log, books, music and related topics," 
Laura adds. 

Books + Rec has appeared at events 
including OC Zine Fest, San Diego Zine 
Fest and the Great Rock N' Roll Flea 
Market, and it will be hitting up the 
upcoming Patchwork Festival, Dia de Los 
Discos and IE Zine Fest. While the Ins- 
leys' dream is to open a physical Books 
+ Rec Shoppe, the No. 1 goal remains 
promoting local artists and being an 
advocate for physical media because, as 
Laura puts it, "you can't fall in love with a 
digital download."

Along Came a Spider 


Noemi Barajas of Fullerton Tattoo 


W hile it’s surprising if an 
OC-based tattooer hasn’t 
done some kind of Disney 
tattoo, it’s rare to meet 
an ink-slinger such as Fullerton Tattoo’s 
Noemi Barajas, who actually used to be 
an artist for Disney. 

Barajas was one of the portrait art¬ 
ists stationed in Disneyland’s parks, but 
she wasn’t allowed to sketch Disney 
characters there. Although it might not 
have held the same glamour as one of the 
Mouse’s sought-after illustration jobs, 
sketching one visitor’s face after another 
was likely a viable way to sharpen her 
tattooing skills. “I originally wanted to 
be an animator, but it’s all digital now,” 
Barajas says. “I got to learn from a lot of 
people with art degrees, and I think paint¬ 
ing can apply to tattooing. So does talking 
to people and building a relationship like 
that with someone.” 

While she was in high school, she 
would watch her neighbor Spider tattoo 
out of his Anaheim home. After three 
years at Disney and tattooing on the side, 
Barajas decided to seek out an apprentice¬ 
ship under Spider at the Mi Familia Tat¬ 
too Studio. There, she learned to combine 
her art skills with those necessary to tat¬ 
too for a living. “There are a lot of people 
tattooing without an artistic background, 
and it’s like I put my blood, sweat and 
tears into it, while other people are just 
in it for the wrong reasons,” Barajas says. 
“They’re in it to make money and all that, 
but it’s not a job or a career; it’s a way of 
life. It’s not like a 9-to-5.” 

In case anyone questions her commit¬ 
ment to the craft, Barajas has “DEVO¬ 
TION” tattooed across her knuckles.

She’s also taken up a new skill set. “I’m 
doing welding right now to learn to build 
my own [tattoo] machines,” Barajas 
says. “I don’t know any females building 
machines, and I only know of one who’s 
ever really had any success with it.” 

No matter which parts of the tattooing 
world she branches out into, Barajas will 
likely never put her Disney past entirely 
behind her. She dabbles in various styles 
and does plenty of portrait work, but since 
she grew up miles from the Happiest 
Place On Earth, she takes pride in putting 
her own spin on Walt’s creations. “I’ve 
done some of the princesses in lingerie, 
like a pinup, or all covered in tattoos,” 
Barajas says. “Those are always fun.” 

Barajas’ focus is less on Disney than on 
her art—so much so that she doesn’t seem 
to have time for things that are a normal 
part of life for the rest of us. “Tattooing 
definitely affects relationships because it’s 
hard to find a boyfriend who can handle 
me being so busy all of the time,” Barajas 
says. “Sometimes, I don’t have time to go 
to the bathroom because I’m too busy, and 
I don’t like to waste time.”

Long Time Coming

Almost-famous OC rock band WANK pull together for a reunion

F or local favorites WANK, “1998 
was a whirlwind,” recalls Bobby 
Amodeo. That year, the group 
went from playing ska-infused 
pop punk at local barrooms such as Linda’s 
Doll Hut to full-fledged rock stardom. They 
signed to Madonna’s Maverick Records, 
had KROQ and radio stations across the 
country spinning their single “Forgiven” in 
full rotation, and toured with acts including 
Social Distortion and the Deftones. But as 
quick as it came, it disappeared. 

After nearly two years of major-label 
success, WANK dropped off the radar 
just shy of the millennium, leaving fans 
wondering if they would ever see the band 
again. After a long break in which band 
members gained experience and bassist/ 
vocalist Amodeo survived a five-year bat¬ 
tle with leukemia, WANK is back, ready to 
“come out swinging.” 

WANK formed in the mid-1990s, 
when Amodeo, guitarist Daniel Walker, 
Amodeo’s drummer brother Spider and 
guitarist Billie Stevens met in high school. 
They first focused on cover songs, but 
the band members quickly developed a 
taste for songwriting. They started jam¬ 
ming on original material inspired by acts 


such as the Clash, the Beatles and Elvis 
Costello and named their group after a 
cassette tape of Walker’s home-recorded 
solo tracks that he titled WANK. The guys 
played the Orange County club scene, 
which “provided a lot of fuel” for Walker, 
a quiet kid who learned to express himself 
though music. “The friendships, the peo¬ 
ple, the fun, the fights, the good and the 
bad” all impacted his songwriting. “Our 
goal was always to make music by hustling 
and working at it, “ says Amodeo, “kind of 
[with] the do-it-yourself mentality.” 

One fateful night in Anaheim, WANK 
opened for New York-based band Degen¬ 
eration at Linda’s Doll Hut. Among the 
crowd of local drunks and punk enthusi¬ 
asts was Fullerton legend Mike Ness, who 
loved what he saw and approached the 
band after the gig. “Mike took us under 
his wing,” says Amodeo. “Shortly after 
[meeting Ness], KROQ picked up our 
single. [We] got on Zeke’s Backyard, then 
Jed the Fish [made] it his ‘Catch of the 
Day.’ About a week later, [KROQ] put us in 
full rotation.” 

Their upbeat radio-friendly rock caught 
the attention of Maverick Records, which 
signed WANK in 1998. The outfit were 


unable to track a new record because of 
issues the label was having with KROQ; 
Maverick instead released WANK’s pre¬ 
viously self-recorded album, Get a Grip 
on Yourself. “That was tough, but we 
had no choice,” says Amodeo. The band 
immediately hit the road. “We just kept 
going, and in late 1999, our management 
company and team came to us and said 
that we needed a change, that we were 
going to leave Maverick. At that point, all 
of us agreed that we were going to explore 
other opportunities.” 

The group amicably split. Walker went 
on to play with local favorite Handsome 
Devil, and the Amodeo brothers decided 
to pursue careers in music management. 
“Looking back with experience I think, 
‘Wow, we probably shouldn’t have done 
half of that!”’ Amodeo says, laughing. “But 
the experience was amazing for us. ” 

After WANK’s members went their 
separate ways, Amodeo learned he had 
leukemia. “I thought I was done,” recalled 
Amodeo. “I thought I was done in life- 
period. ... I sold everything, checked 
into the hospital, and did chemo for five 
years.” Afterward, it took time for him to 
build up the strength and will to get back 


onstage. Amodeo channeled the anger, 
fear, and pain he felt as a cancer survivor 
into songwriting. “It was tough coming 
back from that emotionally and physi¬ 
cally,” he says. “I’m ready. I feel the stron¬ 
gest I’ve ever felt.” 

The trio believes it was fate that drew 
them back together. “All of us need music 
in our lives,” says Amodeo. “That chem¬ 
istry the three of us have has always been 
perfect.“ Last month, WANK released 
their first video and new song since the 
1990s. They’re finishing a new record to 
be released this winter and are preparing 
to book national dates for 2016. 

On Saturday, the Wayfarer in Costa 
Mesa will host WANK’s only 2015 appear¬ 
ance in Orange County. “It’s going to be a 
homecoming for us,” says Amodeo, who’s 
excited to get back to business. “There’s 
going to be a lot of stories, a lot of new 
songs, and obviously a lot of fun. Costa 
Mesa’s where we grew up.”

Native Out-of-Towners 


Arizona alt-rockers Katastro reconnect with 
their OC stomping grounds

A fter moving from the greater 
Phoenix/Tempe area, 

Katastro spent their days in 
Huntington Beach, hanging 
out with fellow reggae-rock outfits Dirty 
Heads and Seedless. Although living in 
Huntington was an expensive proposition, 
drummer Andrew Stravers says, if the 
band moved to Los Angeles instead, there 
would have been negative consequences. 
"If we all lived together in a house, it 
would have been the death of us,” he says. 
“Plus, we didn’t know anyone who lived 
in LA and had friends in Santa Ana and 
Huntington Beach, so we figured living 
there would be a cool spot.” 

Those two years had a profound impact 
on the band before they grudgingly moved 
back to Tempe instead of paying for a 
house they’d never use while on tour. It 
proved to be a prudent decision. When 
they got back to Arizona, Katastro went 
into the studio to record what became No 
Mud No Lotus, which was released last 
year. The band ended up hitting the road 
with old friends Dirty Heads and Pepper. 

Huntington Beach had also given the 
band a new artistic outlook. The distance 
from the band’s hometown had inspired 
Katastro to write from a different per¬ 
spective, even if the entire record wasn’t 
conceived primarily in Orange County. 
“There was definitely a different vibe in 
the air,” Stravers says. “I think there were 
three songs where we wrote the structure 
and the chords in California, but for the 
most part, the album was written in Ari¬ 
zona when we moved home.” 

No Mud No Lotus was written in col¬ 


laboration with Bob Hoag, who produced 
the band’s previous effort. After nearly 
two-and-a-half years away from the 
studio, they were happy to be back, and 
the upbeat nature of those sessions is 
reflected in the music, which has funky 
elements of reggae rock. 

At this point in the band’s almost-a- 
decade-long career, having a catalog that 
features multiple EPs and a full-length 
allows Katastro to tinker with their set 
list, which includes a batch of new songs 
they’ve yet to record. “Now more than 
ever, we feel like we have a good batch of 
songs and that we play the songs that we 
like to play,” Stravers says. “We’re finally 
able to chop out the songs that we didn’t 
like playing that much.” 

The band have spent the better part of 
the past year and a half on the road, per¬ 
forming their own shows and at festivals 
such as last month’s Kaaboo in Del Mar. 
Introduced to a wider audience by playing 
big events and sharing the stage with the 
likes of Rebelution, Atmosphere, Iration 
and 311, Katastro are excited to be return¬ 
ing to the Observatory. 

“We feel pretty at home there because 
we see so many friends and familiar faces 
there, so it’s a really awesome time,” Strav¬ 
ers says. “We still have a bunch of friends in 
Orange County, and we love playing there 
because it feels almost like we never left.”

For Folk’s Sake 


LocalsOnly 


I ts a common trick for crafty artists to cover up 
their sad songs with a happy melody. But after 
hitting play a few times on the single "I Want My 
Knife Back," off Yellow Red Sparks' forthcoming 
New Fangs, Old Pangs, it's clear that's not quite 
what's happening here. For as melancholy and 
reflective as his songs often are, singer/song¬ 
writer Josh Hansen this time isn't just trying to 
transform his pain into pop music, but rather to 
use it as his primary source of power. 

"That song, for me, is about being comfortable 
with pain and being used to having pain in your 
life, and it's like you almost feel uncomfortable 
without having it there," Hanson says. "And the 
knife, we put that in our back sometimes, I think, 
and walk around with it. The title is more about 
having control back." 

Hanson, who recently moved backto Irvine 
after a couple of years of recording and chasing 
gigs in LA, is still using that control in a way that 
cuts through the strata of popular OC folk acts. 

He says he's not writing songs from the frustrat¬ 
ing standpoint of an artist stuck in the trenches 
of depression, loss or instability, but as someone 
who can see his way out of those things clearly, 
even if it takes time. "It's a lot more hopeful and 
empowering than stuff I've put out in the past." 

The lead single, bolstered by the wistful 
vocals and multi-instrumental talents of band- 
mate Sara Lynn Nishikawa, radiates that point 
across the six-song EP. It's clear that as far as 
co-ed folkteams go, the two certainly continue 
to complement each other—now with much less 
studio accouterments aside from guitar, a bit of 
snare and standup bass. The music itself comes 
off a lot less dramatic than it did on 2013's A Play 
to End All Plays. 

Ironically, there was a lot more drama 
wrapped up in the band's personal dynam¬ 
ics, specifically between Hanson and former 
drummer/co-founding member Darren "Goldy"

Goldstein. "It was a bummer," Hanson says of 
Goldstein's exit. "It was a really emotional thing 
because he's, like, my best friend. It was the 
business of everything that got in the way, and I 
think, sometimes when you work with someone, 
that can happen. But the EP was done; I got it 
mastered, and we had this huge blowout, and I 
was just over everything." 

Hanson says the two are now working on 
repairing their friendship. 

The band's sound, however, is as tight as it 
ever was, especially with the help of Hanson's 
brother Johnny, a touring guitarist for pop folk 
artist Christina Perri, and some gel from pro¬ 
ducer/engineer Chris Sorem (Avi Buffalo, Fran¬ 
cisco the Man) on several of the songs. 

With a new EP in hand and a return to his old 
neighborhood, Hanson says his growth in the 
music business has been not only good for his 
songs, but also for his idea of what it means to 
"make it." 

"It's changed for me. You go through all this 
trouble, and you might open for someone, and 
it's, like, your big shot, and you walk away with 
$100 for the night," he says of his past view of 
success. "I'd rather take my guitar and jump into 
a Mazda, not a van. I feel like I just don't care 
anymore about that. I enjoy performing for who- 
ever's there."
